identified by the official in charge of Lett interests at the Finnish 
Consulate-General in Shanghai. This official states that RIVOSH re- 
gistered with him as a Latvian citizen on 1.3.34. According to 
his registration form he was born at Tarbata on 21.12.1894., is a 
merchant by trade and has no connexion with Military Service. His 
passport, No. 006861, was issued by the Latvian Legation, Kaunas, 
Lithuania, on 19.4.55. Previous to this he had held passport No. 
008655, issued in Berlin on 15.5.1950. This informant also states 
that RIVOSH did not speak Latvian, was uncertain about his spelling 
and looked like a Lithuanian Jew. As his (informant's) suspicions 
were aroused, he referred the matter to the Latvian Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs after RIVOSH's visit, but has never received a reply.

1. On May 4th the local Chinese military authorities received 
information from Hankow that two Chinese communists, one male and 
one female, were en route to Shanghai. 

2. On their arrival at Shanghai by the s.se"Tuckwo" on May 5th 
the male suspect escaped, but the female was shadowed to the Oriental 
Hotel in Nanking Road, where she booked room No.440. That afternoon 
she was visited by a male Chinese, later identified as LOH HAI PONG 
alias TSENG YUE MING, who was arrested after he had left her. On 
interrogation he admitted that he was an active communist working 
as a translator under the orders of a Miss WONG WEI YU. He had 
received instructions from her at noon on that day to visit Room 


No,440 of the Oriental Hotel to take delivery of a letter from 


Hankow which had to be delivered to a foreigner that evening at the 


corner of Avenue Foch and Hardoon Road. LOH stated that he had 
originally been introduced to this foreigner by Miss WONG on March 
7th 1955 with orders to deliver all translated letters to him in 
future. 

3. Detectives accompanied LOH to the meeting place and arrested 
the foreigner after a struggle in which he showed himself to be 
abnormally stronge At the Police station he was addressed in 
Russian, German and English, all of which he understood, but he 
refused to answer any questions concerning his identity or discuss 
the subject of his arrest. 

4. In his possession at the time of his arrest were four 
passports, the details of which follow:

Ihe possibility mentioned in paragraph B above is further 
strengthened by the fact that the suspect was obviously 
receiving information from Hankow at tho time of his arrest: 

by his possession of the letter (7-C) describing hostilities 

in West Hunan: by the frequent references in his account to 

"the Szechuen man", "the Hupeh man", etc, It will be remembered 
that in "Ed Scott's" letter particular importance was to be 
attached in the new periodical to obtaining news from the 
various communist districts. 


On the last page of the large diary there are notes in German 
(except the first word which is in Russian) of which the

To say the 
truth I should urge you to come to spend the summer here. 
It will not cost you any more than you spend it anywhere 
in China. 

My brother and my nephew both are due here 
about May 24th and I anticipate this family reunion, 
though a partial one, with great pleasure.

2, The Chinese prisoner LOH HAI PONG has disclosed to the 
Police that P.0.Box No4,2018, Shanghai, is a conmunist address. 
On May 15th a letter posted in Kobe on May 10th and addressed 
to Dr. Joseph CANADA, P.O.Box 2018, Shanghai, Cnina, was found. 
A copy of this letter is enclosed. It is interesting to note 
that on page 22 of document dated March 7th 1932 of the 
Noulens Case occur two examples of letters posted in Japan 
addressed to two unidentified doctors in Shanghai c/o P.0.Box 
No.1077. The name "Canada" too is reminiscent of the "Wales" 
and "Alexandria" of the Noulens Case. 

3. Further, in letters intercepted in Singapore and Shanghai 
between mown communists frequent cases occur of reference to 


some part of the communist apparatus in such terms as "brother" 


and "nephew" (see last paragraph of the enclosed letter). 


4, LOH has informed the Police that he was instructed by 
another Chinese comrade to pay the annual rental of P.0.Box No,2018

Ae On May 17th a well known French Lawyer Monsieur Paul 

Premet called on the Municipal Police and stated that 

he had been instructed to act for the arrested man. He 

refused to disclose the identity of those who had 

instructed him nor did he know the name of the man whom 

he was to defend, Under these circumstances the Acting 

Commissioner of Police would only give Monsieur Premet an 

interview with the prisoner provided he compiled with one 

of the following conditions:- 

To send & card and password to the prisoner which will‏ م2 
result in his making a written application for per-‏ 
mission to interview Mone Paul Premet or engage him‏ 
for his defence. Mr. Paul Premet has agreed to tell‏ 
Capt. Wahl the password in confidence and it should be‏ 
conveyed to the prisoner in an envelope, Or alter-‏ 
natively,‏ 

2. To obtain authority from the competent Court to inter- 
view the prisoner, 

During the afternoon of May 17th, however, M. Premet sent 

his Assistant, a Monsieur Shikis to inform the Police that 

as his principals under no circumstances would allow their 

names to be divulged he had been instructed to refuse the 

conditions laid down by the Police, The matter did not end 

there as M, Shikis, who had come into contact previously 

with certain members of the Special Branch, approached them 

privately with the suggestion that if the Police would give 


facilities for an interview between M, Premet and the man 


under arrest, M, Premet for his part would guarantee that 


the Police would be informed of everything that transpired 


at the interview. The Acting Commissioner flatly refused 
to accept this suggestion. 
On a further search of the house occupied by LOH, the 
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Chinese suspect previously referred to, has brought to 
light several interesting documents. I have not yet been 
fully informed by the Police as to their nature, but I 
have received advance information from them to the effect 
that certain of the documents found conclusively prove the 
connections between Loh's activities and the foreign 
communist. However, the name of one other foreigner 
appears a certain R.K. BUT Ene of the American firm "The
